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DETROIT (NC) — Mercy Sister 
Agnes Mary Mansour, who heads 
Michigan’s Department of Social 
Services, has been ordered by Archbishop 
Edmund C. Szoka of Detroit to quit her 
post because she has refused to oppose 
state funding of abortion. 


Archbishop Szoka,;..in a 750-word 
statement read at a Feb. 23 news 
conference, said he had ‘‘waited 
patiently’’ for Sister Mansour ‘‘to declare 
her active opposition to Medicaid 
payments for abortion’’ ever since she 
was appointed to head the department last 
December.

Papal trip focuses on Church-state politics...

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II will celebrate eight Masses, lead 
six paraliturgical services and is scheduled 
to meet with the political leaders of seven 
countries during his March 2-9 visit to 
Central America and Haiti. 


The papal itinerary was announced at 
the Vatican Feb. 22, just eight days 
before the pope’s scheduled departure 


from Rome at 8:10 a.m., March 2, just 
before midnight, March 1, Pacific Time. 


POPE JOHN PAUL is scheduled to 
visit Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Panama, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, Belize 
and Haiti, and to return to Rome March 
10. 


In contrast to the programs for some of 
the 16 previous papal trips abroad, the 
itinerary in Central America and Haiti is

Scheduling a trip to Nicaragua gives 
Pope John Paul II a dramatic setting for 
defining his views on the Church and 
politics. 


The pope is a strong opponent of 


priests holding government posts and his - 


visit will be to a country where four 
priests hold high positions in the 
Sandinista government. Although the 
pope opposes priests and Religious being 
involved in partisan politics, he supports 
the need for Church leaders to discuss 
political issues in the light of Church 
teachings and can be expected to 
comment on the activities of Nicaragua’s 
three-year-old revolutionary government. 


THE POPE is a strong critic of 
Communist governments and his visit 
will be to a country ruled by a Marxist- 
influenced movement supported by many 
priests, Religious and Catholic lay people 
who view their cooperation with the 
government as in keeping with Christian 
principles. At the same time the 
Nicaraguan hierarchy, led by Archbishop 
Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua, has 
increased criticism of the Sandinista 
leadership. 


The Sandinista National Liberation 
Front is a coalition of Marxists, socialists 
and Christian Democrats. 


All of this Nicaraguan activity is taking 


place against a backdrop of international 
politics in which the Nicaraguan 
government claims the United States is 
trying to overthrow the Sandinistas by 
covertly supporting guerrillas based in 
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“THIS DECLARATION,”’ Arch- 
bishop Szoka said, ‘‘has not been made 
by Sister Mansour and therefore I must 
now state, without any qualification, my 
objection and opposition to her 
appointment as director of social services. 
I also call for her resignation from that 
office without delay...’’ 


“Tt is now the responsibility of her 
Religious superiors to require Sister 
Mansour’s compliance with the laws of 
the Church,’’ the archbishop continued. 
““Her acceptance and retention of public 
office, whether. by election or 
appointment, requires the approval of 
both her religious superiors and the local 
bishop. She does not have my approval.”’ 


The Mercy Sisters issued a statement 
later that day, but Sister Mansour herself 
had ‘not commented as of noon the day 
following. The Mercy Sisters statement 
said that ‘‘given the seriousness of 
(Archbishop Szoka’s) statement, we will 
need time to consider all the elements 
implied; including...the Religious 
community’s traditional involvement in 
social services...our support for Sister 
Agnes Mary Mansour in accepting the 
appointment...our respect for the 
authority of the archbishop.”’ 


SISTER MANSOUR had been 
president of Mercy College of Detroit for 
11 years before being appointed to head 


the social services department by 
incoming Michigan Gov. James 
Blanchard. 


Before the appointment she was a 
candidate for Congress in Michigan’s 
17th district but was defeated in the 
primary election. During that campaign 
she said she was personally opposed to 
abortion but also said that as long as 
abortion was legal she. would oppose 
efforts to take abortions away from 
women who qualified for government aid. 


Archbishop Szoka noted in_ his 
statement that when Sister Mansour was 
given the appointment, ‘‘I stated then 
that I would not object to the 
appointment and I would not oppose it ‘as 
long as she makes clear her opposition to

As long as the border between 
Northern Ireland and the Republic of 
Ireland exists ‘‘it will unfortunately 
continue to be a potential cause of 
conflict,’’ the cardinal said in a five-page 
statement issued last month. 

PANIC BUTTON? — Paul C. 
Warnke, former director of the U.S. 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, 
said the U.S. Catholic bishops’ proposed 
pastoral on war and peace takes a 
“reasoned, moderate and_ sensible 
approach’’ to the ‘‘greatest peril that 
faces the human race.’’ Warnke was the 
chief U.S. negotiator at the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks during the Carter 
Administration. He warned that ‘‘time is 
running out’’ on arms control and that 
nuclear confrontation will come, not out 
of ‘‘rational calculation but because of 
panic, fear and desperation.’’ 

‘ENFORCERS’ — Educational 
institutions should not be enforcers of 
federal laws such as the new draft 
registration rules, Jesuit Father William 
J. Byron, president of the Catholic 
University of America, said. In January 
the Reagan administration proposed 
requiring men to prove they had 
registered for the draft before they could 
receive federal student aid. Father Byron 
told the subcommittee on postsecondary 
education of the House Committee on 
Education that he is not opposed to 
registration but finds it inappropriate to 
assign such work to university financial 
aid officers.

major Presbyterian churches in the 
United States, which divided almost 122 
years ago over the slavery issue, have 
approved a plan to form one church with 
about 3.3 million members. Six 
presbyteries of the southern-based 
Presbyterian Church in the United States 
voted to approve the merger with the 
Northern United Presbyterian Church in 
the USA. ‘‘Every step of the churches 
toward their unity contributes to the unity 
of the whole in the end,’”’ Father John F. 
Hotchkin, director of the secretariat of the 
U.S. Catholic bishops’ Committee on 
Ecumenical and Interreligious Affairs, 
said. 


‘NO PROBLEMS’ — The coming to. 
power of a Socialist government in Spain 
has not created problems for the Church 
so far, said Archbishop Gabino Diaz 
Merchan of Oviedo, president of the 
Spanish Bishops’ Conference. The 
archbishop said that Church-state 
relations in Spain ‘‘are very much 
governed by a concordat that was recently 
signed (by Spain and the Holy See),”’ 
which declared the Vatican ‘‘to be 
agreeable to the opposition party, which 
was the Socialist Party at the time it was 
signed.”’ 


PROTEST — Two-thirds of 
Lithuania’s Roman Catholic priests have 
protested to the Soviet Union, saying its 
religion regulations are contrary to the 
Gospel, to Church law, to the Helsinki 
Accords and to the Soviet constitution, 
-according to an underground report that 
has reached the West. Arguing that ‘‘we 
must obey God rather than men,’’ the 
priests said they could not in conscience 
follow regulations that prevented them 
from carrying out their ministry. 


NEW LAW — A new Ontario law 
which calls for family planning courses in 
the province’s high schools has passed 
after being fought by pro-life groups but 
backed by political officials. The law, 
passed Feb. 17 by the Ontario Legislative

LA MESA — Divorced, separated and 
widowed Catholics have been given much 
to suffer, Bishop Leo T. Maher said last 
weekend in an address to those attending 
a Patrons seminar. ‘“The Church is here 
to assist and affirm you in grace,’’ he 
said. 

The bishop’s affirmation of Patrons, a 
group for divorced, separated, widowed 


‘and single Catholics, included celebrating 


the Mass that concluded their workshop. 
He also sent a letter to all pastors 
supporting participation in Patrons. The 
letter, which was read at Masses on Feb. 
20, asked for prayers.and understanding 
for the separated and divorced. 


ABOUT 175 persons of widely-varying 
ages registered for the Feb. 26 seminar at 
St. Martin of Tours parish hall here. 


The keynote speaker was Father 
Francis Penko, who heads the 
Department of Family Life at Catholic 
Community Services. He called divorce 
and separation ‘‘a very real phenomenon 
that has touched most. people today.”’ 


‘*Catholics do not divorce any more or 
any less than non-Catholics,’’ Father 
Penko said. He estimated there are 55 
million U.S. Catholics, six million of 
whom are divorced. 


. 


DIVORCED PERSONS often ask 
themselves ‘‘where do I belong?’’ in a 
couple-oriented society. He challenged 
those present not to'‘‘get stuck’’ in anger 
or depression, but to discover their gifts 
and to learn how to bring them to others. 


“T firmly believe that if a divorce 
destroys a person it is because of choices 
they consciously make,’’ he said. ‘‘We 
are the products of our past experience, 
not prisoners of it.’’ 


ANGER CAN be avoided, he said, if 
one can see Jesus’ unconditional love and 
‘‘acknowledge that God has the clearest 
vision and compassionate eyes,’’ he said. 


Participants were able to attend one of 
three workshops: the process of 
annulment by Father John Proctor, vice 
officialis of the diocesan marriage 
tribunal; single parenting by Dr. John 
Swanke; or feelings, by Christian 
Community Sister Mary Vincent Otto. 


Father Proctor’s talk was heavily 
attended; he said the marriage tribunal 
seeks to reconcile Catholics to the Church 
through a specific legal process that is 
based on Church law. 


THE TRIBUNAL receives from 
700-1,000 applications a year, he said. A 
six-month processing period is normal, 


Bishop meets with the divorced, separated 


and that will be lengthened by about one 
month by canonical regulations effective 
Nov. 27. The added filing and review 
period was mandated by the new Code of 
Canon Law. 


‘Single Parenting’’ was discussed by 
Swanke, the father of six. He warned 
those who compensate for the missing 
parent by attempting to be all things to 
their children can be easily victimized. 


‘‘Sometimes the parent just has to face 
the fact that he or she simply does not 
have the power or resource to satisfy the 
need or the desire of the child,’’ he said. 
A parent should ‘‘humbly submit to 
reality’ without guilt, he said. 


HE SUGGESTED daily prayer for 
grace to fulfill the vocation of single 
parent, to talk to other parents about their 
children and to learn how to talk to 
children.

U.S. churches’ hunger relief programs 
— including Operation Rice Bowl of 
Catholic Relief Services — too often 
mistakenly imply that money and food 
give-aways will solve the world hunger 
problem, said an official of the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference. 


CRS said, however, that Operation 
Rice Bowl addresses not short-term 
emergency food needs but longer-term 
agricultural development and research 
instead. A campaign in U.S. dioceses, 
Operation Rice Bowl asks participants to 
eat a simple meal once a week during 
Lent and donate the money saved to 


CRS, the overseas aid agency of U.S. 
Catholics. 


‘““WHEN PEOPLE go hungry, it’s 
not food that is in short supply, it’s 
justice,’’ said Father John Zeitler, 
outreach director for the NCRLC, at a 
forum in Huxley, Iowa. ‘“The programs 
imply that if we just give food or money 
the problem of world hunger will be 
solved. Nothing would be further from 
the truth.’’ He included CRS’ Rice Bowl 
in his criticism, although he ‘‘continues to 
support the Operation Rice .Bowl,”’

USD will receive ‘‘up to $4.5 million”’ 
to construct and furnish the planned 
46,000 square-foot facility, to be located 
at the west end of the campus. The three- 
story Olin Hall will be ready for 
occupancy in the fall of 1984, USD 
officials said. 


Enrollment in business programs at 
USD has tripled in the last five years, said 
Dr. Hughes. Milas said the foundation 
chose USD from many other schools 
because it ‘demonstrated need’’ and 
because of ‘‘the emerging excellence of 
the university’s academic program.”’

Gandhi and Jesus 


At first thought, it is a little shocking to learn that 
Mahatma Gandhi is not a widely revered figure in India. 

Despite the fact that he is credited with gaining his 
country’s independence from Great Britain through non- 
violent political and social preaching and protest, there are 
many in India who have nothing but contempt for his 
memory. 

But after giving it further thought, one might begin to 
find it quite understandable that Gandhi is still not 
universally accepted — even in his own country. 


Although the current movie, Gandhi, is enjoying a 


considerable response in India, its popularity has little real —

Much like Jesus, he was murdered by some of his own 

people and co-religionists who feared not only the man but 

the effects of his teaching — peace, brotherhood, love. 


Much like Jesus, even his followers today have a very 
difficult time following and implementing his basic 
teachings — particularly when it comes to non-violence as 
a way of life. 

The similarities between Mahatma Gandhi and Jesus 
Christ and the similarities of the response to their legacies 
just won’t quit. 

While held in high esteem for the idealism and for the 
purity of their teaching, both Gandhi and Jesus draw 
mostly lip service from those who publicly praise and 
commend them. 


It seems neither is relevant to the worldly needs of his 
adherents. It seems quite clear that the majority of people 
consider their ideas and directions out of touch with reality 
and generally unappealing. 

The critics — both professional and amateur — are 
offering high praise for the new Attenborough film on the 
life of Gandhi, much as they have done for Zeffirelli’s Jesus 
of Nazareth. 


Yet, beyond the films, reality seeps back in. When it 
comes to the hard truths of Gandhi’s protests or Jesus’ 
Gospel declarations that focus on the power and truth of 
non-violence it is a whole ’nother ballgame. 


Given the experience of Gandhi only a few decades ago, 
in the memories of many still living today, it is not hard to 
see why the teachings of Jesus on peace and non-violence 
— so strongly echoed in the pronouncements of popes and 
other Church leaders — are meeting the resistance of so 
many followers. 

Just as many Indians disagreed with Gandhi’s 
philosophy of non-violence and ‘‘non-cooperation with 
evil,’ so today many Catholics find it hard to reconcile 
their view of the Church with the growing tendency of 
Church leaders to oppose violent solutions to human 
problems. 


Perhaps the resurrection of Mahatma Gandhi through 


the medium of film will, somehow, rekindle an awareness. 


in the followers of his predecessor-in-peace and of His Holy 
Spirit, where the real power of good, of peace, of love and 
' the supreme denial of violence of all kinds really rests.

‘Time out’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Even Pope John Paul II feels the 
need to take time out for spiritual renewal. During the pope’s 


- annual retreat, being held this year Feb. 20-26, he suspends all 
_other activities to concentrate on prayer and meditation. 


The pontiff’s retreat master for 1983 is 55-year-old Cardinal 
Joseph Ratzinger. A noted theologian and former archbishop of 
Munich and Freising in West Germany, Cardinal Ratzinger 
became prefect of the Vatican Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith in November 1981. 


Pope John Paul II’s schedule throughout the year is crowded 
with 18-hour workdays, replete with public and private 
audiences and frequent luncheon and dinner meetings. But 
during retreat week all such audiences and meetings are pre- 
empted by spiritual activities. 


Cardinal Ratzinger is preaching three retreat conferences each 
day, two in the morning and one at 6:15 every evening. Such 
conferences average 20-30 minutes. 
conference there is the recitation of the rosary; a short period for 
adoration of the Blessed Sacrament and éucharistic benediction. 


The retreat program begins each day at 9 a.m., with the public 
recitation of Lauds, the church’s official morning prayer. Terce, 
one of the little hours in the priestly office, is said at 10:15 a.m. 


Making the retreat with the pope are about 100 priest 
associated with the Vatican, including most curial cardinals 

members of congregation staffs. Retreat conferences are held in 
the 17th-century Chapel of Matilda within the Vatican. Most of 
the retreatants sit in the chapel proper together with the retreat 


director, while the pope and his two personal secretaries sit in an - 


adjoining sacristy-type room.

The great clouds of unknowing 


Sometimes our strongest objections are based on 


ignorance. We seize upon what seems apparent, upon the’ 


superficial, and vehemently reject it without giving 
thought to what meaning may lie beneath. For instance, 
one pastor newly assigned to a parish, introduced the 
incensing of the altar at all Masses. For a number of his 
parishioners, the ritual was overwhelmingly symbolic of 
the Church of pre-Vatican II years; they saw in it a 
diminishing of personal freedom and of the idea of a 
personally accessible God, and an attempt to emphasize 


the image of the remote, hidden God of the Old 


Testament. 


Like other traditional rituals, incensing has apparently 
come to represent something quite different from. its 
original intent. Cloud is a scriptural symbol of God’s 
presence, and the cloud of smoke rising from the censer is 
meant to speak to us, not only of our praise rising to God 
but of His presence among us. 


GOD APPEARED to Moses at Sinai from a cloud; He 
spoke from out of a cloud at Jésus’ baptism; a cloud 
preceded the people on their exodus from Egypt and led 
them into the promised land. Jesus, too, has promised 
that He will come ‘‘with the clouds of heaven.’’ 
Admittedly, the clouds of incense smoke may cause those 
sensitive to splutter and sneeze — and indeed, this may 
be the best argument against its continued use — but its 
symbolism is personally most reinforcing and freeing!

A new group of women from New York who called 
themselves Sisters of the Reparation of the Sacred 
Wounds of Jesus of the Third Order Regular of St. 
Francis, had been founded primarily to care for aged, 
retired, and infirm priests. Bishop Buddy first made 
contact with these ‘‘sisters’’ in August of 1959. They 
came to Barstow in February of 1960 to staff St. Joseph’s 
School. They were given the title of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine of Mt. St. Joseph’s. The group did not 
as yet have any canonical approbation. Living 
arrangements were made for them at the University of 
San Diego where they also began higher studies. 


By February 5, 1964, the convent in Old Town had 
again been renovated and was to become the novitiate for 
the group. They called it St. Mary’s House of Studies, 
and it became quarters for seven “‘sisters,’’ one novice 
and one postulant. 


Ins and Outs

It is interesting to notice, particularly now that we are 
in Lent, that historically, God does not appear suddenly 
to communicate with His chosen ones. There is always a 
period of waiting, of preparation. Generally the writers of 
Scripture give two different time spans, 40 days, or one 
week, as in Genesis when God created the world, or in 


Johns’ witness of the first days of Jesus’ public ministry. 


Moses fasted for 40 days before Sinai; it took Elias 40 
days to reach Horeb, as related in the Book of Kings; 
Israel was 40 years in the desert before reaching the 
Promised Land; Jesus spent 40 days in prayer and fasting 
in the desert preparatory to beginning His mission. 
Today we have the 40 days of Lent to prepare for the 
coming of the Resurrection and Pentecost. 


IT IS ALL symbolic, as we are quick to argue, but 
symbolic of profound truths. No one may immediately 
come into the presence of God. It is not that God is not 
there — or here beside us — but that until we have 
undergone a process of trial and purification, of 
conversion, we are simply not able to recognize Him or 
reach Him. It takes time for faith to mature sufficiently to 
remove the scales from our inner eyes, and prayer and 
fasting of one kind or another. The deepening of Faith is 
as uneven as our human development, which is why the 
truly searching soul has to face and overcome so many 
difficulties. 


We all have to face what we fear the most before we are 
free enough and open enough to see and hear the actions 
and the Word of God. And since most of us are 
depressingly craven, we spend more time running away 
from our fears than seeking out God. But it seems 
inevitable that sooner or later our fears will overtake us 
and then at last, cowards that we are, we are ready to 
throw ourselves at His feet and plead for help. But true 
conversion and contrition are always necessary before we 
can make that contact with Him that is life illuminating 
and transforming. 


Our own 40 days are almost halfway gone and most of 
us know by now that, clouds of incense notwithstanding, 
we have not begun that painful and demanding process of 
reform that will enable God to speak powerfully to us on 
Easter Sunday. But there is time enough — thank God 
there is always time — for the soul-searching and self- 
analysis that could lead to some kind of re-forming and 
readjustment of our lifestyle and priorities that would 
strengthen and deepen our faith. There is time to face the 
fears that prevent us from standing up and _ boldly 
witnessing Christ. 


AND IF OUR allergies prevent us from relishing the 
symbolism of incense, we have all those Easter symbols to 
look forward to — lambs and lilies, water and fire, 
candles and sunrises and eggs — new life and cleansing 
and a fountain of hope! 


San Diego Avenue - IV 


BY THE END of their fifth year of labor in the San 
Diego Diocese, confusion as to their canonical status 
began to increase. They were told by Bishop Francis 
James Furey, San Diego’s second bishop (1963-1969), 
who later became the archbishop for the diocese of San 
Antonio, Texas, that they were to be known as 
‘‘catechists’’ until such a time as they were able to attain a 


proper canonical standing. More complaints followed 


about the “‘sisters,’’ and in March of 1972 they applied to 
the archbishop of Portland, Oregon, for a fresh start in his 


- jurisdiction. The group was asked to vacate the Old Town 


convent by March of 1973. 


By November 16, 1973, the newly-formed Community 
of the Holy Spirit had moved into the Old Town 
Convent. Members of-this new Diocesan Community 
were originally a group-of 15 Dominican Sisters from 


Mission San Jose, California, who offered themselves in a 
ministry of service to the Church through individual 
desires, talents, and skills of each member. Specifically, 
they were to be a self-governing experimental group 
developing experimentation in the areas of community 
living, government, apostolate and finance. ‘hey were 
accepted by Bishop Leo Thomas Maher, San Diego’s 
third bishop, in 1970, and today they contribute much to 
the ministries of education, social works, Newman Club 
work, parochial activities, counseling and hospital work. 


And so after 42 years or more of existence, the old 
wooden rectory from Fourth and Beech continues to be 
the scene at 2610 San Diego Avenue of multiple activities 
performed for the greater honor and glory of God and 
love of one’s fellow man. 


Priests or social workers? 


Philosopher J. M. Cameron has a penetrating mind 
and a gifted pen. He sent a letter to the new journal, 
Catholicism in Crisis, and made a distinction in a matter 
too easily overlooked. He was noting the difference 
between laity, the clerical state — i.e., clergy, and clerks. 
We know what clergy and laity are (the new Code 
reaffirms the distinction). But we may miss a very 
important point about ‘‘clerks.’’ The dictionary 
definition of a clerk is, ‘‘one who works in an office or ina 
court, keeping records, etc.’’ The word derives from the 
same source which gives us ‘‘clergy,’’ but its meaning, 
not archaic, is ‘‘a literate person, a scholar.’’ 


Therein lies Cameron’s point. In the past, bishops and 
priests were the only ones who were literate and educated 
in a way others were not. This was the time of the early 
medieval ages, when monks and priests, trained in 
cathedral and monastery schools, were employed by 
princes and kings as record-keepers, correspondence 
writers, and the like. 


BUT TODAY, the situation is different. Cameron, 
writing to another layman says this: ‘“You and I are clerks 
and many priests we know are not clerks but poorly 


educated social workers.’’ The philosopher is saying that 
the old distinction between clergy and laity really has as 
its reference point a culture and a period many centuries 
ago. He proposes that we use the words ‘‘bishop, 
presbyter’’ to refer to sacred functions (the service of the 
altar and the sacraments). ‘‘Clergy’’ should be 
eliminated. 


Present tensions in the Church arise precisely from the 
fact that the clergy are no longer the only clerks. The laity 
is now educated and literate, or at least enough of it as to 
contrast with the priest who is not. Once, literacy, at least 
theoretically, was seen to be the hallmark of the 
clergyman. Now it is not necessarily so. Herein lies the 
debate, for example, on. some aspects of the bishops’ 
pastoral. Some laymen claim that the writers of that 
document (not all of whom are the bishops) are presenting 
the bishops as well-educated in matters of political programs 
and policy. They may be, but not as a conference of 
bishops. ; 


Notice the remark Cameron made that some priests 
“fare poorly educated social workers.’’ True? Not true? 


But that at least is his perception. He seems to be saying, 
social work requires training and advanced education, 


‘which priests as such do not ‘necessarily have. But 


certainly attention must continue to be paid to the 
education of future priests. Are they being taught 
literacy? Are they being formed culturally? Are they 
educated persons? Not just their teachers must judge that; 
the laity must too. The issue has another dimension. Are 
the laity seeking to become educated in matters of Faith? 
Are there enough enticements and invitations for them to 
become literate and educated in their Catholic tradition? 


IT COMES DOWN to this: the Church needs holy 
priests; it needs them for the service of the altar and the 


Sacraments. But it also needs them to be educated, 


especially if they’re going to take on themselves the role of 
leaders in the community, public opinion-makers, 
shakers and movers of the society. Then too the Church 
needs laity who will not leave their faith in the hands of 
the priest, be willing to accept the responsibility for their 
Catholic commitment, who are willing to learn more 
about Catholic principles so that they can apply them in 
the marketplace. 
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St. Pat’s parades boil over in N.Y., Philly

The selection as grand marshals of the St. Patrick’s 
Day parades in New York City and Philadelphia of men 
sympathetic to the Provisional Irish Republican Army has 
aroused controversy in both cities. 


Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan (D-N.Y.) has refused to 
march in this year’s parade in New York. The senator 
said the selection of Michael Flannery, an outspoken 
supporter of the IRA, as grand marshal indicated that the 
parade would show support for the IRA, an outlawed 
guerrilla organization seeking to end British rule in 
Northern Ireland. 

MOYNIHAN SAID: ‘‘As I reject without 
qualification the violence of the Provisional IRA, which 
does such a great disservice to the cause of Irish unity, I 
cannot participate in such a parade.’’ 

In Philadelphia, the St. Patrick’s Day Observance 
Committee, which organizes the parade there, selected as 
honorary grand marshal Michael O’Rourke, an escaped 
Irish convict who is in the Metropolitan Correctional 
Center, a federal jail in New York City. 

The 30-year-old O’Rourke was serving a six-year 
sentence in Port Laoise Prison in the Republic of Ireland 
after being convicted of membership in the IRA, an 


illegal organization, and possession of arms, ammunition — 


and explosives. 

HIS WIFE, Margie, a Philadelphian whom he 
married in 1979 after escaping from prison and fleeing to 
the United States, said he had been making bombs for the 
IRA. 


Irish authorities have a warrant for O’Rourke’s arrest 
and he is awaiting a ruling on his appeal of an order 
deporting him from the United States. 


Rep. Robert Borski (D-Pa.), who was elected to 
Congress last November from a district in northeast 
Philadelphia, said during his campaign that he would seek 
to have O’Rourke granted political asylum in the United 
States. 


FLANNERY, THE grand marshal of the New York 
City parade, is an 81-year-old retired insurance 
supervisor and one of the founders of the Irish Northern 
Aid Committee (NORAID), a New York-based fund- 
raising organization which has about 90 chapters across 
the United States. In 1981, a federal judge ordered 
NORAID to register as an agent of the IRA. 


Last November, Flannery and four others were 
acquitted on charges of running guns to the IRA after 
they testified that they believed they were working in 
cooperation with the Central Intelligence Agency. 
Flannery has denied that he personally shipped guns to 
the IRA, but has said, ‘‘I blessed the hearts of those that 
did.”’ 

The Irish government has announced that it will 
boycott the New York parade and Aer Lingus, the Irish 
airline, has withdrawn sponsorship of the parade telecast. 

THE NEW York Archdiocese, which had opposed 
Flannery’s selection by the parade committee, has 
indicated that it would not join the boycott. 

An editorial in Catholic New York, the archdiocesan 
newspaper, rejected the notion that participation in the 
parade indicates sympathy for those who advocate 


Catholic Women: Time for new image?

PATTERSON, N.J. (NC) — It’s time for a new image 
for the 10 million members of the National Council of 
Catholic Women, said Mrs. Mary Meismer, the brisk, 
straight-talking Midwesterner who is their president. 


‘Image building, upgraded public relations and 
improved communications’? remain top priorities with 
her as she heads into the second half of her two-year term. 


“OUR WOMEN have been so busy ‘doing’ they 
haven’t bothered too much with public relations,’’ Mrs. 
Meismer said. ‘This is an exciting time for us, probably 
long overdue.”’ 3 ; 

The National Council of Catholic Women “‘upstaged 
the bishops on disarmament, for instance,’’ she said. ‘‘At 
our biennial convention in Kansas City in 1981, we asked 
for disarmament, and we are delighted now that the 
bishops are studying the question. 

The women’s council has also taken very seriously the 
issues of women’s rights at home, Mrs. Meismer said, 
and has focused on economic equity and equal rights 
through legislation. 


SHE SAID the women’s council could see that the 
Equal Rights Amendment ‘‘was going nowhere.’’ She 
noted that members of the NCCW have been very 
effective lobbyists in legislatures across the country. 

The council’s official statement on justice for women, 
she said, pledges to study and support legislative action 
concerning displaced homemakers, battered women, and 
their families, flexible and part-time job opportunities, 
equitable and just Social Security coverage, insurance 
discrimination, equal retirement benefits, rape and sexual 
abuse. 

Conceding that NCCW members are mostly white and 
middle-class, Mrs. Meismer emphasized that a great 
number of council programs are aimed at blue-collar 
women. 


‘AND WE have a very good ethnic outreach program 
for black and Hispanic women,”’ she said. ‘‘Our first vice 
president is a black woman.” 
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Mrs. Meismer called women who are council members 
the ‘‘creme de la creme,”’ living proof of the council’s 
success in educating its members, making them more 
conscious of women’s issues and helping them to find 
their identity. 


‘‘Women are very often their own worst enemies,’’ she 
said. ‘‘They shouldn’t allow themselves to be frustrated 
and just sit around waiting for the changes they know 
should be made. 


‘““WHAT THE council is doing is taking the avenues 
open to women...We are not sitting around grieving, ‘We 
cannot be ordained.’ That is not the point right now. The 
point is to get in there and stand side by side with other 
women who want change, who love the Church and trust 
in God’s will.”

violence to achieve the unification of Ireland. 


**At issue,’’ the editorial said, ‘‘is not the personal view 
of one man, but a philosophy of violence, the callous call 
for the killing of British soldiers and the bombing of 
English cities, a willingness to accept the deaths of 
innocent people in Ireland itself. No matter how fervently 
they may yearn for one, free, peaceful Ireland, the vast 
majority of Irish-Americans reject that brand of violence 
as a way to achieve it.’’ 


‘AND IT is that whole Irish-American community 
which has a stake in the St.Patrick’s Day parade,’’ the 
editorial continued. ““‘The parade belongs not to one 
grand marshal, or one committee or one organization. It 
belongs to. all of the Irish — more than that, to all the 
people, to all of New York.

HE ALSO noted that at the time of the 
appointment he had said that the work of

Szoka lets:nun oversee payment of tax 
money to death centers for pre-natal 
children. Babies dismembered, poisoned, 
incinerated at taxpayers’ expense....’’ 


That advertisement urged people to 
contact the archbishop to register their 
‘‘moral dismay’”’ at his actions; to write to 
seeking his 
intervention ‘‘in this moral disaster’’ to 
‘‘pray that God withholds his divine 
wrath and justice against us and our 
country for killing millions of our own 
children...’’; to ‘‘use resources and 
money you’ devote to the church in 
ordinary times to.convince yourself and as 


~ many others as you can of the physical 


reality...and moral consequences of 
killing a large portion of our children 
before birth’’; and to ‘‘distribute this ad 


in your local papers.”’ 


A second ad, much lengthier, ran in the 
Wall Street Journal. ‘‘A Catholic nun, 
Sister Agnes Mary Mansour, has taken 
the job of supervising Michigan state 
payments to abortionists for plying their 
trade,’’ it stated. ‘‘The Catholic 
archbishop of Detroit, Most Rev. 
Edmund Szoka, does not think he should 
stop her. He says Sister Agnes Mary is 
doing the right thing.’’ The ad repeated a 
local newspaper’s quote from Archbishop 
Szoka in which he reportedly said that 
Sister Mansour, as a state official, would 


have to follow state laws, whether she 


agreed with them or not. 


THE AD continued, after citing papal, 
Vatican, Second Vatican Council and 
Canon Law statements on abortion: “‘If 
you think Archbishop Szoka is wrong; if 
you think he has acted contrary to 
Catholic teaching; if you think he has 
confused Catholics and other citizens 
about their duty to oppose unjust laws; if 
you think he has weakened the resistance 
of Catholics and citizens to the 
‘abominable crime’ of abortion; if, in a 
word, you think he is tragically wrong, 
then it is an act of justice to tell him so.”’ 
It concluded by urging readers to write to 
the pope, to ‘‘reprint and distribute this 
statement,’’ and to donate funds ‘‘to 
defray the cost of these ads....”’ 


It is not the first time the Detroit 
archdiocese or its archbishop has been on 
the firing line. 


During the late 1960s, an anti-

said Frost. 


A panel of young adults spoke frankly 
about their role as single Catholics; an 
engaged couple stressed the value of 
saying ‘‘no’’ to their own temptations, 
and how it deepened their love for each 
other and their understanding of real 
commitment in marriage. 


A panel of married couples, from the 
recently married to Frost and his wife of 
31 years, Rosemarie, spoke about the 
sacramentality of marriage. Asked by one 
youngster in the audience how he and his 
wife survived 31 years of marriage at a 
time when half or all marriages end in 
divorce, Frost replied, “‘A good part of 
that is faith; Christ is in that love 
relationship.”’ 


GUEST SPEAKERS included Penny 
Banks from the diocesan Office of Youth 
Ministries, and at the request of Father 
Kulleck, one on Natural Family 
Planning, Mrs. Mary Mattison, a nurse 
and parishioner. 


The message of the eight weeks was 
thoroughly Roman Catholic, said Frost, 
who picked his panelists carefully. ‘‘I’m 


of the old school. I believe kids need 
every-day heroes, someone they can 
believe in, someone they can talk to, 
someone they can ask questions of and get 
the right answers.”’ 


The first eight weeks closed with a 
““beautiful .Mass’’ offered by Father 
Robert E. England, associate at St. Pius 
X. ‘He explained the tradition and 
history of each part of the Mass,’’ said 
Frost, impressing the young people with a 
sense of the rich heritage behind each 
component. 


THE SECOND eight weeks will focus 
on alcohol and drug abuse, and already 
has included a panel composed of 
recovering teen alcoholics. ‘‘It was a 
mind-blowing experience for a lot of the 
kids,’’ said Frost. Stan Furst, an active 
parishioner on the San Diego Narcotics 
Task Force, is one of the speakers on drug 
abuse. 


In order to finish the program on a 
positive, upward note, the final two 
sessions will stress personal attitude and 
one’s personal relationship with God, 
noted Frost, who stressed that ‘‘Teen 
Happening”’ does not replace the parish’s 


other youth programs, but supplements 
them. 


If the objection is raised that the 
program does not emphasize traditional 
catechetics, Frost points out that the 
youngsters are already confirmed and 
thus presumably catechized. But there is 
an ever. deeper problem underlying the 
question of singling out continued 
catechetics for teenagers, he said; many of 
their parents also need to be evangelized, 
through adult education programs. 


FOR SOME youngsters who 
previously minimized their Sunday Mass 
obligation, said Frost, participation in the 
youth programs of the parish has meant 
more frequent attendance, if only to 
continue relationships established in non- 
liturgical church activities. 


“You are bound to gain from the 
liturgy if you are there, for whatever 
reason,’’ he believes. ‘‘Some who came to 
Mass were from families ‘Catholic’ in 
name only. But they have discovered a 
real sense of community and have come 
alive in it, and even become ‘threats’ to 
their parents, who now go to Mass more

often.’’ 


Programs like ‘‘Teen Challenge’’ will 
foster, he believes, a ‘‘slow growth toward

MANILA, Philippines (NC) — In a pastoral letter 
read throughout the Philippines Feb. 20 the nation’s 102 
Roman Catholic bishops criticized the government of 
President Ferdinand Marcos and said it must use genuine 
means, not propaganda, to overcome the country’s ills. 


‘It is of the utmost importance that you seek out, in all 
possible objectivity, the root causes of the social 
disturbances of our time and apply genuine remedies to 
them, not mere promises and palliatives of empty 
propaganda,”’ the bishops told the government. 

THE BISHOPS disavowed use of violence by some 
anti-government groups, which allegedly include some 
militant priests and nuns, but urged that the dissident 
priests and others receive due process under the law and 
not be tortured or maltreated when caught by the 
authorities. 
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According to the Filipino Defense Ministry, 11 priests 
and nuns have been arrested since mid-1981 for 
subversive activity. Another priest was killed during an 
apparent clash between government troops and guerrilla 
forces. 


Other priests, Religious and lay Catholic leaders have 
been jailed. Marcos, who has been in power 17 years, has 
proclaimed the right of the government to jail suspected 
subversives indefinitely without bail or court action.

neighboring Honduras. The U-S. 
government denies it is trying to 
overthrow the Sandinistas and claims that 
Nicaragua is a threat to Central 
American stability and is a conduit for 
Soviet-bloc arms to guerrillas in El 
Salvador. 

WHATEVER THE pope says, it 
should have a major impact in Nicaragua, 
as about 95 percent of the 2.2 million 
people profess Roman Catholicism. 


Pope John Paul already has spoken 
publicly about domestic Nicaraguan 
Church and political issues, stressing the 
ministerial role of priests and the need for 
lay groups to be united with the 
hierarchy. His major statement was a 
letter to the Nicaraguan bishops 
published last Aug. 6. 


The papal letter said priests aid their 
people ‘‘not through a political role but 
through the priestly ministry.”’ 

‘‘THEY (PRIESTS) know that if they 
want to truly serve the people, these 
people hungry and thirsty for God and 
filled with love for the Church, what is 
expected of them is the announcement of 
the Gospel, the proclamation of the 
fatherhood of God, the dispensation of the 
sacramental mysteries of salvation,’’ the 
letter added. 


The priests-in-government issue has 
been controversial since the Sandinistas 
came to power after the civil war which 
overthrew the regime of President 
Anastasio Somoza in July 1979. Several 
priests were named to high government 
posts with the permission of their bishops, 
as provided by Church law. The priests 
justified their acceptance of the posts by 
saying that there were not enough trained 
lay people to fill the jobs. At the time the 
literacy rate was 52 percent. 

The bishops granted permission on a 


temporary basis although they did not set 
a time limit for the priests to leave office. 


In 1981 the bishops began pressuring the 
priests to begin training lay people to take 
over the jobs and to prepare to leave 
office. The priests refused saying they 
were still needed in government. 


THE SANDANISTAS have 
supported the need for the priests to 
remain in office and having them in the 
government lends weight to the 
Sandinista position that they have formed 
a pluralistic government compatible with 
Christian ideals. 


On July 15, 1981, the Nicaraguan 
Bishops Conference and the four priests 
in office at the time announced an 
agreement by which the priests could 
retain their posts as long as they ‘‘abstain 
in public and private from the exercise of 
their priestly ministry.” 

The four priests at the time were 
Maryknoll Father Miguel D’Escoto, 
foreign minister; Jesuit Father Fernando 
Cardenal, head of the Sandinista Youth 
Movement; Father Edgar Parrales, a 
diocesan priest and the welfare minister; 
and Father Ernesto Cardenal, a diocesan 
priest and the culture minister. All still 
hold the same posts except for Father 
Parrales, who is currently Nicaragua’s 
ambassador to the Organization of 
American States. 


A NEW YORK TIMES article on Dec. 
3 quoted Church sources in Nicaragua as 
saying that the pope had demanded that 
the priests resign from government as a 
condition for his visit. Church sources 
involved in the controversy could not 
confirm the Times story but according to 
Vatican sources the Vatican and the 
bishops have been trying to get the priests 
to leave the government. 


The pope’s August letter also alluded to 
the splits in the Church regarding support 
for the Sandinista government. It 
supported the concept of ‘‘popular 
churches,”’ grass-roots Catholic groups, 
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PAPAL ITINERARY — Pope John Paul II will visit eight countries in as many days, 
logging 15,000 miles on his 17th papal trip outside of Italy. 
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but criticized those that reject hierarchical 
authority. 


The pope said the term ‘popular 
church’? can have ‘‘an acceptable 
significance,’’ but it is often used to mean 
“‘a church which enjoys the autonomy of 
the so-called ‘bases,’ without reference to 
the legitimate pastors and teachers.”’ 


BY USING the word “‘bases’’ the pope 
was alluding to some of the basic 
Christian communities, grass-roots 
Catholic groups which form around Bible 
readings and discussions of concrete 
socio-economic and political problems. 
During the civil war many basic Christian 
communities and their members were 
active in opposing Somoza. Since then 
many of the communities and their 


* members have become incorporated into 


the government and into Sandinista 
movements, viewing this as a logical 
extension of their fight against Somoza.

Three Nicaraguan bishops met with 
Pope John Paul Feb. 19 about the 
upcoming papal visit. 


THE CONSULTATIONS indicated 
that tensions between the Sandinista 
government and the Nicaraguan 
hierarchy might have been delaying 
agreement on the papal activities during 
the March 4 visit. 


“‘The problem was whether the pope’s 
visit in Nicaragua will be controlled by 
the Church or the government,’’ said 
Bishop Julian Barni of Leon, secretary of 
the Nicaraguan bishops’ conference, 
before leaving Rome Feb. 20. 


He did not specify how the problem 
had been resolved, but said that Pope 
John Paul ‘‘is coming to Nicaragua for a 
pastoral visit and not as a head of state.’’ 


IF THE POPE does not go as a head 
of state, he would not be required by 
diplomatic protocol to meet with the 
nation’s political leadership, which 
includes several priests whose 
resignations from the posts have 
reportedly been requested by the Vatican. 


However, the papal schedule drawn up 
before he left Rome called for a meeting 
with the politicians March 4. 


The Somoza family ruled Nicaragua 
from 1936 until 1979. Many supporters of 
the Sandinista revolution said they joined 
the struggle because of the social 
injustices under the Somozas and that 
they must now help the government build 
a more just society. 


The pope’s August letter, however, 
warns Church groups not to be used as 
fronts for partisan political ideologies. 


“IT IS EASY to see...that the concept 
of ‘popular church’ scarcely escapes the 
infiltration of strongly ideological 
connotations, along the lines of a certain 
political radicalization, of the class 
struggle, of the acceptance of violence for 
carrying out of determined ends,”’ the 
pope’s letter said. 


Prior to the overthrow of Somoza, the 
Nicaraguan bishops joined in the 
criticism of his government. In 1978 they 
said human rights abuses included 
murders, disappearances and the absence 
of civil rights. They accused the 
government of corruption and criticized 
“‘mhuman conditions...resulting from an 
outright injustice in the distribution of ‘he 
country’s wealth.”’ 


At first the bishops gave cautious 
support to the Sandinista government. 
But in 1982 Archbishop Obando Bravo, 
Nicaragua’s leading prelate, began 
criticizing the government over such 
issues as restrictions on religious 
broadcasts on the state television network 
and educational policies. Archdiocesan 
officials also said the government was 
allowing groups to harass church people 
critical of the government. 


THE ARCHBISHOP’S criticisms 
paralleled those of other Nicaraguans who 
said their overall worry was that the 
government was moving toward 
totalitarianism in violation of Sandinista 
promises to develop a pluralistic society. 
His criticisms have sparked government 
supporters to say he is working with 
counter-revolutionaries trying to 
overthrow the government. Archbishop 
Obando Bravo has denied the 
accusations. 


Pope John Paul will also be arriving in 
a country where there is growing worry 
that a major invasion is being planned by 
anti-guerrilla forces based in Honduras. 
The Nicaraguan government has already 
reported numerous border skirmishes and 
blames the United States for arming and 
training the guerrillas. The accusation 
has revived anti-American feelings in ~ 
Nicaragua as it stirs memories of past 
U.S. interventionist policies. 


U.S. Marines landed in Nicaragua in 
1912 because of the political violence at 
the time between rival factions. The 
United States helped install Somoza’s 
father, also called Anastasio, in the 
presidency in 1936. In his rise to power, 
the elder Somoza ordered the murder in 
1934 of guerrilla leader Augusto Cesar 
Sandino who fought the occupying U.S. 
Marines. The Sandinistag take their 
name from Sandino.

And see the sensitive movie 
people, feeling her pain, exposing the 
nasty television people who don’t. 

But are these sensitive movie people, 
long-time producer Sam Jaffe making his 
directorial debut and writer Beth 
Gutcheon, really so different from, the 
crass television people? At least the 
television people have the excuse of being 
so busy hustling their stories that they 
have no leisure to reflect on moral 
implications. 

IT’S NO secret that Without a Trace, 
though an uninspired film, was in a 
restricted sense of the word inspired by 
the case of Etan Patz, a six-year-old boy 
who lived on the Lower East Side of New 
York. His mother saw Etan off on his 
short walk to school one morning in 1979. 
She and her husband never saw him 
again. 

It’s a familiar kind of tragedy — when I 
was a boy in Cleveland, a girl about my 
own age disappeared forever on the way 
to a children’s show at a neighborhood 
playground — but its familiarity does not 
lessen its power to shock and stun. About 
a year ago I read a follow-up account of 
the Patz case in which the reporter dealt 
sensitively with the Patz family’s attempts 
to adjust to a reality that has become 
irrevocably altered. 


But despite the restraint with which the 
story was done, the sorrow it conveyed 
was so intense that I, a father of young 
children myself, got through it only with 
difficulty. 


SOME OF the 
courageous Patzes faced were quite 
ordinary, practical ones, but their 
implications were not. Etan’s younger 
brother was getting bigger, for example.

Ch. 39 thanked by bishop 


SAN DIEGO — The television 
executive responsible for bringing the 
Sunday Mass to shut-ins received a 
plaque of appreciation from Bishop Leo 
T. Maher Feb. 24 during a special 
luncheon at the Hilton Hotel. 


Bishop Maher expressed his gratitude 
for the ‘‘vision’’ of Bill Fox, general 
manager of KCST-TV, Channel 39, 
which airs the Sunday Mass: A Catholic 
Liturgy for Television. The weekly 
program has received many appreciative 
letters said Fox. 


THE BISHOP told Fox that his 
station also brings Mass to ‘‘the shut-ins 
for life’? — cloistered Carmelites who 
watch the program. 


The ceremony followed the 
‘presentation of ‘‘Proclaim Awards,”’ 
which recognize those who help promote 
religious values through electronic 
communication. The awards luncheon 
was part of a three-day regional meeting 
of the Catholic Communications 
Campaign of the United States Catholic 
Conference. 


In his keynote address on the first day 
of the conference, Bishop Pierre 
DuMaine of San Jose quipped that the 
Church was ‘‘an elaborately structured 
anarchy’’ as he spoke of the difficulty of 
coordinating Catholic media efforts. 


ORGANIZING communication 
programs within the Church is difficult 
because ‘‘we are making policy as we go 
along,’’ Bishop DuMaine said. That is a 
result ‘‘of the pace of development that is 
inherent in media and Church 
development,’’ he said. 


Decisions should be ‘‘cast in terms of 
the Church, not in terms of the media.’’ 
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Communicators should decide what they 
want to say and how to express it, not look 
at a medium and determine how to 
exploit it, the bishop - said. 
Communicators might ask themselves 
“‘What is the Church doing that we can 
do better?’’ he suggested. 


‘“‘WE HAVE to decide not where we 
can get in at a cost we can afford,’’ Bishop 
DuMaine said, but should ask who must 
be reached and what medium is best to 
accomplish the task. 


He suggested that television, radio and 
even mass mailings should be considered. 
““Leave all media options open,”’ he said. 


The Catholic Communication 
Campaign was launched by the U.S. 
bishops in 1970 to upgrade the Church’s 
communications efforts. It is funded by a 
national collection in parishes across the 
country. Half of the collection is retained 
locally for communications efforts. Since 
its inception, the national CCC office has 
funded 90 projects, including programs in 
electronic media, the print industry and 
media training. 


A FULL day was devoted to the 
Catholic Telecommunications Network of 
America. CTNA is an _ independent 
corporation that was established by the 
bishops to provide a system of television 
broadcasting, informational services and 
other telecommunications activities 
among the dioceses of the United States. 


The nature of telecommunication and 
other media technology ‘‘is causing a 
diffusion of authority which has to be 
dealt with,’’ Bishop DuMaine said. That 
burden is “‘inevitably going to rest on the 


diocese and the office of the bishop,’’ he 


said. 


Should they move him into Etan’s room? 
Should they take down the pictures on the 
walls which Etan drew? How would you 
face ordinary, practical problems like 
this? 

Now I wouldn’t want to seem to be 
ruling out all possibiity of making a film 
of this sort. But what Without a Trace has 
done is merely to put a Hollywood gloss 
on the tragedy. The neighborhood is 
altered from an unfashionable one to chic, 
expensive, photogenic Brooklyn Heights. 
Then, in a misguided attempt to give 
undisputed center stage to talented 
Canadian actress Kate Nelligan, the 
mother becomes a divorced woman and 
there are no other children. This does 
gives Miss Nelligan a crack at some 
bravura solo emoting, but a little of this 
— sobbing in a tub, for example — goes a 
long, long way, and it works against the 
film, robbing it of much of the dramatic 
force intrinsic to the subject.

What is really unforgivable about 
Without a Trace, however, is not any 
incidental tampering with reality, but the 
unwillingness of Jaffe and Ms. Gutcheon 
to face up to the single reality of the Etan 
Patz case that overwhelms all others. 
There has been no happy ending, and 
there’s not likely to be one. 


CERTAINLY IT would be possible to 
do a fine film on such a subject, a film 
that would do what artistic interpretations 
are supposed to do: take us deeper into 
reality and make us feel things we didn’t 
feel before so that. we come out of the 
experience a little wiser, a little more 
understanding, a little more humble. But 
to do this would be very difficult. 


Yes, this would be difficult, all right. 
But that’s the way art is. It is difficult. 
Exploitation, on the other hand, is quite 
easy. And how different are the results of. 
the two.
